International Labor Organization wins peace prize 


OSLO (UPn - The 1969 Nobel Peace 
Prize was awarded today to the Interna­ 
tional Labor Organization (ILO), which 
was formed at the end of the World War 
I to help peace by improving working 
and social conditions 
throughout the 
world. 
The ILO and the International Court of 
Justice are the only two organs of the de­ 
funct League of Nations to survive. The 
ILO is now one of the special organiza­ 
tions of the United Nations with head­ 
quarters in Geneva. 
Since 1948 ILO has been headed by 


New York attorney David A. Morse, 62, 
who was acting Secretary of Labor in the 
Truman cabinet. Morse served as chief 
of the Labor Division of the Allied Mil­ 
itary Government first in Italy and 
Sicily and later in Germany. 
As usual, the Nobel Committee of the 
Swedish Parliament gave no reasons for 
its decision and made it clear there 
will be no comments. It said only the 
$75,000 prize would go to the ILO. 
Informed sources in Oslo 
said one 
of the reasons for the choice was the val­ 
uable work done by ILO in developing 


countries where it has given valuable 
technical assistance. 
An ILO spokesman in Geneva said the 
group received the news “ with great 
delight.” 
“We received the news with great de­ 
light and can only say that it is a 
great honor,” said ILO Public Affairs 
D irector John Weston. 
“We had been hoping but we had no 
idea that we would be awarded the prize.” 
Morse, the ILO director general, was 
visiting the organization’s branch of­ 
fice in New York when the news came 


The ILO was formed in 1919 to oring 
governments, 
employers 
and trade 
unions together for United actions in the 
cause of social justice. 
It functioned as part of the League 
of Nations during two world wars before 
it became associated with the U.N. 
A representative of the ILO will re­ 
ceive the prize from Mrs. Aase Liones, 
Swedish 
member of Parliament and 
chairman of the Nobel Committee, at a 
Dec. 10 ceremony at the University of 
Oslo. 
Dec. 10 is the death day of Alfred 


Nobel, the Swede who invented dynamite 
and left a foundation for awards in medi­ 
cine, physics, chemistry, literature and 
this year for the first time, econom­ 
ics. 
Three Americans were awarded the 
Nobel Prize in Medicine last week. 
The announcement saidtextually, “The 
Nobel Committee of the Norwegian Stor­ 
ting (Parliam ent has decided to give the 
Nobel Peace Prize for 1969 to the In­ 
ternational Labor Organization (ILO). 
The prize amount is 375,000 Swedish 
kroner.” 


It was the 10th time tnai tne cw» 
tee has given the peace prize to an or­ 
ganization. The International Red C ross 
was one of those honored in the past. 
Of all the peace prizes awarded up to 
now Americans have won 12. Nine prizes 
have gone to F ranсe and seven to England. 
There has been criticism against the 
Committee because no Asian has ever 
been awarded the prize. Apart from one 
Argentine winner and the South African 
Chief Albert Luthuli all peace prize 
winners have been either North Ameri­ 
can or European.

Mass., testified today the body of Mary 
Jo Kopechne bore “ no injuries that I 
could see” when it was taken from 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy’s submerged 
automobile. 
Arena, the first police officer to in­ 
vestigate Mary Jo ’s death last July 18on 
Chappaquiddick Island, Mass., was the 
first witness called at a hearing on a re­ 
quest by M assachusetts District Attorney 
Edmund S. Dinis for an autopsy on Miss 
Kopechne's body. 
Under questioning by D inis’ assistant, 
Armand Fernandes Jr., Arena said that 
when scuba diver John F arrar arose to 
the surface with Mary Jo’s body, he pull­ 
ed it to the top of the Kennedy automo­ 
bile with the aid of a rope. 
Arena said he cradled the body in his 
arm s 
momentarily 
and placed 
it in 
a small rowboat. 
“She appeared normal in that there 
were no injuries that I could see,” 
Arena said. 
The police chief, under cross-examina­ 
tion by a Kopechne attorney, Joseph F. 
Flanagan, answerd “ No sir, I did not” 
when asked if he saw any contusions or 
open wounds or blood on the g irl’s cloth­ 


ing. 
Arena, who testified for one hour and 
five minutes, said under questioning by 
Fernandes that he was not present when 
Kennedy drew up a handwritten state­ 
ment concerning the accident. 
In their amended petition for the au- 
topsy, 
Massachusetts authorities con­ 
tended “ the report of the accident made 
to the chief of police Arena by the opera­ 
tor Kennedy on July 19 differed from the 
report 
of the accident” that Kennedy 
made on national television July 25. 
Fernandez asked Arena to read the 
statement aloud in court. At this point, 
Flangan 
voiced 
his objections and 
Luzerne County Judge BernardC. Brom- 
inski upheld the objection statement was 
hearsay evidence.

MIAMI (UPI)— Florida Attorney Gen­ 
eral Earl Faircloth, in an attempt to 
pry loose Mafia “ tentacles deep in our 
society” mades an all - out legal effort 
today to close 15 Miami resort motels 
and two other businesses he contends 
are manipulated by organized crime. 
Faircloth said he would file a total 
of 21 suits in Circuit Court under a new 
state law designed to shutdown mobster 
dominated business through civil rather 
than crim inal courts. 
The lawsuits, the first of their kind 
in the United States, seeks to remove 
the corporations’ charters and issue in­ 
junctions against any further business 
operations of the persons concerned. 
In addition to the more than $40 
million worth of motels involved in the 
litigation, the targets include the Bon­ 
fire Restaurant in North Bay Village 
and a North Dade County Sports In­ 
formation Service. 
Faircloth, a candidate for the 1970 
Democratic gubernaorial nomination, 
would not confirm reports that reputed 
underworld boss Meyer Lansky was 
the prim e object of the crackdown. 
“ Of course, Mr. Lansky has been 
widely heralded as the financial finan­ 
cial wizard of organized crim e,” Fair­ 
cloth said. “ He is the genius at in­ 
filtrating legitimate business. If the 
chips fall that way, 
hope they will.” 
The lawsuits are partly based on in- 
formation solicited during a legislative 
probe of organized crim e in south Flor­ 
ida headed by state Sen. Robert Shevin. 
Shevin, who helped draft the 1969 law 
cited by Faircloth, said Lansky had been 
subpoenaed several times to appear be­ 
fore the committee but “ each time he 
left the state.” 
Many of the persons named in the 
suits pleaded the fifth amendment before 
Shevin's 
investigation 
committee. 


WASHINGTON (UPD - A series of as­ 
signments kept Sgt. Maj. William O. 
Wooldridge out of the Korean War, it was 
learned today, and put five of his closest 
friends in charge of enlisted men’s clubs 
in Vietnam. 
Three of the five, all pals of Wool­ 
dridge from their days together at Augs­ 
burg, Germany, in the early 1960s, suc­ 
ceeded one another as custodian of the 
two dozen or so clubs under the Army’s 
1st Infantry Division in Vietnam between 
1965 and late last year, Senate investiga­ 
tors said. 
A fourth got a sim ilar club custodian 
assignment in Vietnam just one week af­ 
ter Wooldridge was named the first ser­ 
geant major of the Army on July 11, 
1966, records disclosed. 
The fifth got 
yet another divisional club custodian 
position in Vietnam in March, 1968, 
while Wooldridge still held his influential 
Pentagon position. 
At least two of the five got the Viet­ 
nam jobs — which entrusted them with 
hundreds ot thousands ot dollars — al­ 
though they had been fired from Army 
club custodial jo b s elsew here for alleged­ 
ly mishandling or stealing money and li­ 
quor. 
The clubs are supported by the money 
they take in from what G I’s spend for 
food, drink and entertainment. Normally, 
a club is managed by a sergeant. A sen­ 
ior noncom will be “ custodian” for a 
consortium of clubs — perhaps a dozen, 
perhaps 30 or more. The Army says it 
insists that club custodians and manag­ 
ers display “ a scrupulous adherence 
to the highest ethical standards.” 
But in two weeks of testimony before 
the Senate Permanent Investigations sub­ 
committee, Wooldridge and a few fel­ 
low sergeants have been accused of poc­ 
keting huge sums of money from club 
bling “ skim s.” 
Witnesses have testified about club ir­ 
regularities at Augsburg and Munich, 
Germany, Ft. Benning,Ga., and Vietnam. 
An accountant told how the sergeants bal­ 
looned their already hefty profits by 
forming a corporation which sold goods 
to the enlisted men's clubs managed by 
the same sergeants. 
But the extent of their pattern of as­ 
signments was not previously pieced to­ 
gether. It combines with testimony alleg­ 
ing that two major generals, both now 
retired, squelched investigations of the 
club capers. One, Maj. Gen. C arl C. 
Turner, 
also 
was accused of keeping 
the Army’s file cm the Ausburg case away 
from officers investigating the Fort Ben- 
ning irregularities, then forbidding Viet- 
nam investigators from seeing his priv- 
ate file on Wooldridge’s alleged connec­ 
tion with club scandals at Augsburg and 
Benning. 
The Pentagon’s press release o q Wool­ 
dridge’s appointment as Army sergeant 
major three years ago disclosed he was 
stationed in Germany from 1949 to 1954, 
missing the entire Korean War. It gave 
no explanation andsub* ommlttee investi­ 
gators said the tall sergeant may have 
been justly exempted from Korean duty 
because of his excellent World War II 
combat record. 
The odyssey which interests Sen. Ab- 
rham A. Ribicoff, D-Conn., acting sub­ 
committee chairman, began in 1961 at the 
24th Infantry Division in Augsburg. Wool­ 
dridge was divisional sergeant major. 
Sfc. Narvaez Hatcher ran the division’s 
enlisted men’s clubs, assisted by Sfc. 
1 heordore D. 
(Sam) Bass. M. Sgt. 
William E. Higdon, Sfc. William C. Bag- 
by and S.Sgt. John C. Nelson also held 
key club jobs. 


In 
an 
investigation of slot machine 
“ skimming,” Hatcher and Bass lost their 
jobs, but were not court martialed. Bass 
was succeeded by Sfc. Seymour (Sandy) 
Lazar, and a witness testified that Laz­ 
ar shouldered the skimming chores with­ 
out delay. 


But the sergeants were not punished. 
Beard and Lt. Col. William L. George 
Testified Maj. Gen. William A. Cun- 
ningham M, division commander-burled 
the investigation. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— 
Police 
from five San Francisco Bay area coun­ 
ties meet today to pool information on 
a killer who calls himself “ Zodiac,” 
has bragged of five slayings—and warns 
there may be more. 
Authorities said 
psychiatrists would 
participate in an effort to find some 
clue to the killer in the strange, cry­ 
ptic notes he has mailed to newspapers 
and police. 
San Francisco’s homicide detail was 
beefed up during the weekend to handle 
more than 1,000 tips phoned in by the 
public. 
Inspector William Armstrong said the 
tips ranged from the possibility the kill­ 
er “ might be identifying” with a Dick 
Tracy comic strip character named 
“ Scorpio” to “ every other conceivable 
thing you can think of.” 
State Attorney General Thomas Lynch 
made a personal plea for the Zodiac 
to surrender, promising to see “ that 
he gets help and that all of his rights 
are protected.” 
Vallejo Police Capt. Wade Bird be» 
lieves the killer “ will prove to be a 


genius who got so far out he went over 
the edge.” 
Wade has been pursuing the cipher- 
writing slayer since a teen-age couple 
was found shot to death in a lovers 
lane last December. 
The next two victims were young 
women killed in attacks on July 4 near 
Vallejo and Sept. 27 near Lake Berry- 
essa in Napa County. In each case the 
male companion of the victim was ser­ 
iously wounded. 
A massive search for the killer got 
underway a week ago after a cab driver 
was shot to death in San Francisco. 
The killer mailed a bloody piece of the 
victim ’s shirt to a San Francisco news­ 
paper and warned that his next target 
may be a school bus full of children. 
He said in a note he might “ just 
shoot out the front tires and then pick 
off the kiddies as they come bouncing 
out.” 
Bird said he believes the killer must 
be of superior Intelligence because of 
the complex codes used in his cryp­ 
tographic letters, each signed with the 
astrological sign of the Zodiac. 
Business license public 
hearing to continue 


The Lompoc City Council will resume 
its public hearing on amendments 
to 
the business license ordinance during its 
regular meeting tomorrow night, 7 30, 
at City Hall. 
According to a report by City Clerk 
Wilma Thomas and Director of Finance 
Marvin Looney, the city stands to gain 
about $953 (Hi proposed changes in the 
taxing structure of the ordinance. 
Seven different categories of busine­ 
sses paying a flat rate will 1« paying 
$3,522 less than before, according to 
the report, but four other categories, 
including 
those 
paying 
according to 
annual gross receipts, would pay $4,475 
more than before. This more than makes 
up losses in revenue for the city. 
According to the report the city is 
presently receiving $43,117 in revenue 


from business license taxes. The chan­ 
ges, putting more business 
in the 
gross receipts category, would bring 
in $44,070. 
It was also indicted that a more re­ 
cent proposal to adjust the graduated 
rise of rates according to gross receipts 
would cost the city $5,220 in revenue. 
It was suggested during the first part 
of the public hearing continued from 
two weeks ago, that the jump from the 
minimum of $30 to the next Increase 
by only $20 rather than $30. The $30 
increase would then be added going up 
to $200. 


The report Indicated that a $40 jump 
on the final raise, to $210 rather than 
$300, would help equalize the revenue to 
the city.

cyclamate in low calorie items. 
Secretary of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare (HEW) Robert 
Finch announced the ban on 
cyclmates in Washington Satur­ 
day. Since then Denmark and 
Sweden 
have placed sim ilar 
bans on the sugar substitutes. 
The 
restrictions 
in 
the 
Scandinavian countries 
cited 
the 
HEW 
action 
and 
came 
about through joint meetings of 
health authorities and manufac­ 
turers. 
The 
Finnish 
Food 
Commission in Helsinski called 
a meeting to discuss similar 
action today, and Great Britain 
has asked for more HEW data 
on cyclamates. 
Finch’s Saturday statement 
noted cyclamates may serve as 
a catalyst for cancer growth in 


test animals. He stressed no 
immediate danger existed but

food and drink 
containing 
the chemical 
off 
store shelves by Jan. 1, 1970. 
The Danish manufacturers 
have agreed to exclude cycla­ 
mates from their foods and

expected that the UNC would 
protest the ambush which took 
place inside the Demilitarized 
Zone dividing North and South 
Korea. 


The 
truck, like all other 
authorized vehicles traveling in 
the zone, was carrying a white 
flag and a police sign when 
attacked, officials said. Such

is 
shown 
in 
accordance with the armistice 
agreement. 


Soviet space flight 


MOSCOW 
(UPI) 
- -Soviet 
space experts said today last 
week’s Soyuz space mission 
marked the beginning of the 
"comprehensive ex-plorationof 
outer space” that will give 
future cosmonauts greater re­ 
sponsibilities in flight. 
The statement hinted at a 
significant change in Russian 
attitude toward manned flights. 
In the past, the Soviets have 
insisted it was better to launch 


"automatic” space stations to 
do exploration rather than risk 
human lives. 
"The results of the group 
flight of the Soyuz spaceships 
will make it possible to simplify 
considerably certain spacecraft 
systems 
and 
place 
greater 
responsibilities upon cosmon­ 
auts,” said the chief Soyuz 
designer-traditionally not iden­ 
tified by name —in a Tass 
statement.

Penalty for 
marijuana 
proposed 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-The 
Nixon Administration proposed 
today to reduce to misdemea­ 
nor the first-offense penalty for 
simple possession of marijuana 
or any other illicit drug. 
Possession of marijuana, the 
most widely used of the illicit 
drugs in the nation, now is a 
felony under the law, just as it 
is for heroin or cocaine. Under 
the proposal, a person convict­ 
ed of marijuana possession no 
longer would automatically be 
sent to jail. A second offense 
would carry a felony penalty. 
Not only would the first-time 
penalty be reduced for marijua­ 
na possession, it no longer 
would be in the same drug 
class as the hard drugs. It would 
be classified as a hallucenoge- 
nic, instead. 
However, the proposed new 
laws 
would crack down on 
professional drug sellers, call­ 
ing for prison sentences of up 
to 40 
years 
for a second 
conviction. 
John E. Ingersoli, director of 
the Justice Department, Bureau 
of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs, outlined the Nixon plan 
to the Senate Subcommittee on 
Juvenile Delinquency. 
Ingersoli presented a set of 
three 
alternatives 
to 
the 
senators and asked them to 
select the plan they liked. The 
plans 
vary, mainly 
in 
the 
severeity 
of 
sentences 
for 
professional drug traffickers. 
"A ll alternatives make pos­ 
session with intent to sell a 
felony and possession for one’s 
own use, regardless of the drug 
involved, 
a 
misdemeanor,” 
Ingersoli 
said in 
testimony 
prepared for the subcommittee. 
The new laws would be in the 
form of amendments to Nixon’s 
crime bill, which has already 
been sent to Congress. 
Possession of any drug on the 
first 
offense would bring a 
maximum punishment of one 
year in jail and-or $5,000 fine. 
The 
judge 
would 
have 
the 
option 
whether 
to send the 
offender to jail. 
This would put an end to the 
often criticized provision of 
current 
federal 
law 
which 
demands 
that 
a 
marijuana 
offender be jailed 5 to 20 years, 
and perhaps fined $25,000. 
The changes being discussed 
would apply only to federal law, 
not to state and local laws 
under which most drug arrests 
occur. In 1968 
there 
were 
162,177 state and local narcot­ 
ics arrests compared with only 
4,000 arrests under 
federal 
laws. 
But the federal laws usually 
lead the way for state and local 
enforcement.

New Unity in New York?

N EW YO R K —(N E A )—Mets Day in New York. A ticker- 
tape parade was planned by Mayor Lindsay immediately 
after “ The Amazin’s’’—as they are known by some, “ Des­ 
tiny’s Darlings,’’ as they are known by others—after this 
team beat the Baltimore Orioles for the baseball champion­ 
ship of the world. 
The motorcade burrows under the avalanche of confetti 
and streamers and here and there a baseball player’s 
hairy, gnarled hand pokes through and waves, like a man 
buried in a drift. 
But is this just an outburst of enthusiasm and apprecia­ 
tion from the local fandom for exciting games won and 
daring plays done? Not any more, it isn’t. The days are 
over when gents in bowlers and stiff collars would celebrate 
their team’s victory for the pure pleasure of winning at 
play. 
Now, you read that the Mets have pumped optimism into 
the lives of the downtrodden, the working stiff; these peo­ 
ple, say some social observers,, can now grasp a straw of 
hope from the success of the Mets. The Mets were the rag­ 
amuffins of baseball until this sudden season It is Horatio 
Alger revisited, but with a bedsheet flapping from the man­ 
sion window 
The sheet is inscribed and reads: “ M acy’s 
Long Island Warehouse Loves the Mets” 
So, a city councilman states publicly that the Mets were 
the power that kept the city peaceful this summer; that is. 
the town was too busy following the Amazin’ Mets to fool 
around with race riots and the like. < But one skeptic says 
it was a rainy summer, not a winning summer, that kept 
the fires from burning.) 
Others declaim that the Mets returned joy to a hereto­ 
fore joyless city, a city torn by contention in almost every 
area. 
And people are saying that if the Mets can win a cham­ 
pionship, then the city could certainly pool its abilities and 
resources and come up a winner, too. 
“ We oughta make Hodges the mayor,’’ said a man at a 
stand selling newspapers. “ He took a lousy team and made 
it terrific. Couldn’t he do that with this city?” 
The city has certainly been stormed by M-Days lately. 
Just the day before the fifth and final game of the series, 
there was Moratorium Day. Many citizens from the entire 
spectrum of New York humanity participated in peaceful 
demonstrations opposing the war in Vietnam; others op­ 
posed Moratorium Day. 
But the Mets were still on a lot of minds. And pamphlets 
were distributed in front of the ball park. They had Met 
pitcher Tom Seaver’s name and picture on them and there 
was a reprint of a newspaper story in which Seaver said 
he would take out a newspaper ad after the series The ad 
would read: “ If the Mets can win the Series, the United 
States can get out of Vietnam.’’ <Seaver, upon learning of 
these pamphlets, was irked because his name was used 
without his permission.) 
Just a little over two months ago, there was a third M- 
Day. 
Moon Day. 
Another ticker-tape parade cascaded 
upon three Houston Astro fans who made the first man- 
landing trip to the moon. Even this wasn’t simply a cele­ 
bration for a successful trip and the return of a collection 
of pretty rocks. This was not just one small step for a man. 
Hut it was one giant step for mankind. And people said, “ It 
just goes to prove what we can do if we set our minds to 
.«something. U*t’s fix up the country the way we fixed up 
that moon shot.” 
The oldest established continuous M-Day in America is, 
of course. Mother’s Day. President Wilson in 1915 pro­ 
claimed it an annual national observance. A lot of people 
• thought then that harmony would come bounding up like 
a playful lapdog once we remembered oflficially how much 
we loved our mothers, especially since most of us have one. 
Mother’s Day may have helped improve our litters, but 
not necessarily our lives. And aren’t people already for­ 
getting what accomplishment the Moon Men symbolized? 
And Moratorium Day may just be a dying candle in the 
night. And so. sadly, the social significance of the Mets’ 
amazin’ triumph may have as much historic impact as the 
come-from-behind “ Miracle Boston Braves” of 1914 
Hut maybe, just maybe, the Mets are, as their outfielder 
Hon Swoboda said, “ The saints of lost causes.”

An estim ated 2,000 lives w ere saved in traffic accidents 
in 1968 because of safety belts, reports the .National High 
way Safety B ureau. 
Y et despite the obvious benefits, millions of m otorists, 
som ething like World W ar I pilots who disdained the use of 
parach u tes, persist in refusing to utilize this sim plest and 
m ost im portant safety device on their ca rs, outside of its 
brakes. 
One reason m ay be, of cou rse, that putting on the belts is 
not alw ays so simple a m atter. Sorting out, straightening 
out and fastening together all the g ear, especially since 
shoulder harnesses hav'e been added, can be exasperating. 
At least, it is as good an excuse as any for luishing the 
whole m ess aside. 
M oreover, every autom aker has a different arran ge- 


ment of buckles and straps, a confusion th at m ay p a r­ 
ticularly discourage their use by people who do m uch driv­ 
ing of rental cars. 
Recognizing at long last the need to standardize safety 
belts, the bureau proposes am ending the federal safety 
code to require standard buckle release m ethods, a pro­ 
vision for ready identification of corresponding tongues and 
buckles and com bination adjustm ent and webbing stow age 
devices. An effective date not later than July 1, 1971, “ is 
being considered.” 
Thus com m on sense m ay com e to automobile safety belts 


som e six years after they w ere first m ade m andatory on 
all new ca rs and som e 60 years after autom obile accidents 
began assum ing significance as a method of lim iting the 
[lopulation.

WASHINGTON — In his slow, twangy 
Vermont 
speech 
Sen. George Aiken 
tells the story of the farm er whose cow 
was lost. He and his wife looked for it 
in vain. Finally, his young son set out 
and, to the family’s surprise, cam e back 
in an hour with the cow. 
‘T just thought about where I’d hide if 
I was a cow, went there and there she 
w as.” 
The Senator uses this story to illus­ 
trate how he would respond ¿f he were 
Presldent| to the ever- 
louder demand to end 
the .Vietnam W ar. Dis­ 
claiming 
any 
advis­ 
ory 
role, 
the 
Ver­ 
monter has in recent 
months 
frequently 
consulted 
with P res­ 
ident 
Nixcm 
on the 
w ar. He believes the 
President will order 
an 
additional 35,000 
to 40,000 
troops out of Vietnam short­ 
ly before Christm as, bringing the reduc­ 
tion in American combat 
forces to 
100,000 for the year. 
Common sense has been George Aik­ 
en’s trade m ark during his nearly 30 
years in the Senate. In his rare speech- 
as he draws on the homely wisdom of 
his native state where his roots are 
deep in the green and quiet hills. Three 
years ago he said that American objec­ 
tives in Vietnam were on the way to 
being achieved and the time had come 
to begin to move our American combat 
forces. 
That advice went unheeded as the war 
was escalated with the massive addition 
of troops to a total of 550,000. Occasion­ 
ally Aiken spoke out against that policy. 
But he spoke always with quiet reason 
and in the hope that the Democrat in 
the White House and his form er col­ 
league in the Senate, Lyndon Johnson, 
would heed his words. 
Against 
this 
background 
Aiken’s 
words of warning in a speech delivered 
at 
Norwich 
University 
in Vermont 
‘ deserve a thoughtful 
heartng from 
both sides in the Vietnam dispute. Ad­ 
dressing himself neither to hawks nor 
doves, the Senator was in 
simple hon­ 
esty seeking a way out of the trap that 
would’ not mean catastrophe 
for the 
South Vietnamese and more bitter divi­ 
siveness here at home. He asked for 
time for the president to carry out a 
maneuver as perilous 
as any since 
Am erica’s blg-power role. 
We cannot, said this unassuming Ver­ 
monter, achieve ” instant gratification” 
by a precijMitate 
withdrawal of 
our 
troops. 
While no one can predict with 
accuracy what would happen, whether 
there 
would 
be wholesale m assacre 
such as occurred at Hue during the Tet 
offensive 
in 
February, 1968, the con­ 
sequences could be disastrous at home 
and abroad. If law and order in Vietnam 
should break down with a resulting blood 
bath it would invite a repetition in this 
country, the Senator warned, of the ugly 
days of the late 1940s when Am ericans 
flailed at Americans over the absurd 
proposition that nefarious forces within 
our 
own 
government “ lost” China. 
“ Vietnam is no more ‘ours’ tlian was 
China.” 
That is the major thrust of Aiken’ s 
criticism — that once the war became an 
American war and the government in Sai­ 
gon cam e to exist only by Washington’s 
consent all hope for a settlement van­ 
ished. He puts it on the line to the P res­ 
ident: so long as officialdom in Saigon 
has a big 
stake in our arm s, our dol­ 
lars and our all-pervasive 
presence, 
the United States will have to impose a 
government willing to make peace. TTie 
old Vermonter doubts that we can do it 
effectively. 
He has come to believe that the war 
will end not with a peace treaty form al­ 
ly 
signed and ratified but with a grad­ 
ual trailing off of hostilities. This slow 
phasing out theory has been around for a 
long tim e. It was prc^agated by Henry 
Cabot Lodge when he was ambassador 
to Saigon. And Lodge has fairly consist­ 
ently stuck to it in his current role of 
chief U.S. negotiator in P aris. 
The 
phasing-out line has become in­ 
creasingly 
popular with Republicans 
who want to support the President and 
who at the sam e time face the fact tliat 
the P aris talks are simply a tiresom e 
old 
record played again and again. As 
put out by Sen. Hugh Scott, the minority 
leader, on “ face the nation” and S ecre­ 


tary of State William P. Rogers on “ Meet 
The P re ss ,” the line is that infiltration 
from the north has fallen by two-thirds, 
casualties 
dropping to an all-time low 
as encounters with the enemy are stead­ 
ily reduced. 
The trouble with the line is that no 
sooner do the officeholders 
in Wash­ 
ington put it out than the m ilitary in 
Saigon denies it. Not so, say the inspir­ 
ed reports. The enemy is merely pre­ 
paring for a new winter - spring offen­ 
sive. Confusion in the public mind could 
hardly be worse compounded. 
Tliis suggests why it is difficult for 
Mr. Nixon to take Senator Aiken’ s com­ 
mon - sense 
advice. The Joint Chiefs 


of Staff and the far-flung 
m ilitary es­ 
tablishment 
in 
Vietnam have had too 
much influence in the nine months 
of 
the 
Nixon administration. 
F ar 
more 
important, 
however, is the President’s 
em brace 
of 
President 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu. Imposing another peace-making 
government becomes all but impossible. 


But one 
of the Senate’s principal 
doves has come out for time — time for 
an orderly liquidation of a long and sear­ 
ing tragedy.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - With antiwar 
criticism due to reach a new crescendo 
in the middle of this month. President 
Nixon 
may 
find him self under heavy 
pressure to alter his course in Vietnam, 
If that pressure should prove compell­ 
ing, then perhaps the 
very 
easiest 
change 
the President could un­ 
dertake would! « to do 
— up to a certain point 
— what he said in his 
Sept. 
26 press 
con­ 
ference he would not 
do. 
That 
is 
to decide 
ui)on 
and 
aiuiounce 
publicly, for the bene­ 
fit 
of Saigon and Ha. 
noi and the American citizenry, a set 
schedule of U.S. troop withdrawals up 
to the end of 1970. 
When Nixon rejected such a plan on 
Sept. 26, he had in mind the proposal of 
New York’s Sen. Charles Goodell that 
Congress should openly resolve to cut 
off all funds for all U.S. troops in Viet­ 
nam by Dec. 1, 1970. 
The likelier 
prospect, if the P resi­ 
dent’s hand is forced, 
is that a set 
withdrawal 
schedule 
carrying to late 
1970 would call for removal of all U.S. 
ground 
combat 
troops — a presently 
remaining force upwards of 275,000 — 
but retention of approximately 200,000 
logistical support 
troops and substan­ 
tial air and sea power to assist the miL- 
lion-inan South Vietnamese arm ies. 
Published reports not contradicted by 
either priiicipiil 
have both Secretary of 
State William Rogers and Secretary of 
Defense Melvin Laird favoring a sim­ 
ilar plan. 
It should not go unnoticed that this no­ 
tion of .1 fixed schedule for withdraw­ 
al of all ground combat forces by 1970’s 
close is the brainchild of one of the ad­ 
ministration’s 
aldest and most respon­ 
sible critics, form er Defense Secretary 
Clark Clifford 
Clifford’s plan hit tl« light last June

with word of his July Foreign Affairs 
magazine piece on the issue. The P re s­ 
ident said then he hoped to outdo Clif­ 
ford’s 
proposed schedule. But he de­ 
clined commitment to an announced, ste|>- 
by-step pullout. 
The presidential argument against this 
is 
that 
it 
relieves Hanoi of critical 
pressure and encourages it to delay a set­ 
tlement until after a proposed term inal 
date 
for 
withdrawals. 
In a critic’s 
words, it would let Hanoi “ lie 
behind 
the log and wait.” 
The answering defense for the Clif­ 
ford plan states that maximum pres­ 
sure, a(43lied with our peak force of 
550,000 did not soften the resulves of 
Hanoi, and that a negotiated settlement 
in P aris or anywhere else seem s today 
totally unrealistic. 


The defense goes on to argue: 
The 
Clifford 
proposals, 
involving 
withdrawals 
with no strings atached, 
are wholly independent of any perform­ 
ance or nonperformance by either Saigon 
or Hanoi. 
We would simply serve both sides no­ 
tice of our fixed schedule, and proceed 
to implement it. 
The Thleo-Ky 
government would be 
thrust on its own except for support ef­ 
forts, free to fight on if it chose, or 
to settle with Hanoi and the Viet Cong. 
Says one source: 
“ With their million - man army and 
our logistical and air-sea backing, they 
can defend South Vietnam if they have 
the will.” 
If Saigon chose to fight and did well, 
the defenders of the Clifford thesis con­ 
tend that Hanoi might then be far more 
disposed to negotiate a settlement, since 
there could be no m ore waiting to see 
what the United States would do. 
This plan may not be adopted inexacU 
ly the Clifford configuration. But it has 
to be of more than passing significance 
that Laird and Rogers are said to be 
urging a future course that in outline 
so closely resem bles it.
